Court Blocks Pom Law 


Child Online Protection Act restricts speech, justices say 


WASHINGTON I The Supreme Court blocked 
a law meant to shield Web -surfing children 
from dirty pictures and online come-ons, rul- 
ing Tuesday that the law also would cramp 
the free speech rights of adults to see and 
buy what they want on the Internet. 

Technology such as filtering software 
may better protect children from unsavory 
material than such laws, the court said in 
a 5-4 ruling. 

“Filters are less restrictive” and thus pose 
less risk of muzzling free speech, Justice 
Anthony M. Kennedy wrote for the majority. 


Numerous software companies market 
products that parents can install on a home 
computer to sift out objectionable material. 
Filtering software tries to block Web sites 
based on preferences set by the user. 

The 1998 law, signed by then-President 
Clinton and backed by the Bush adminis- 
tration, would require adults to use access 
codes or other ways of registering before they 
could see objectionable material online, and 
it would punish violators with fines up to 


$50,000 or jail time. 

The court majority said that the federal 
judge who initially blocked the Child Online 
Protection Act six years ago rightly found that 
the law was probably unconstitutional. 

The high court tossed the case back to 
lower courts in Philadelphia, but the next 
step was not immediately clear. If the gov- 
ernment chooses to defend the law, known 
by the acronym COPA, a trial could pro- 
vide fresher information than was avail- 
able to the Supreme Court, Kennedy said.

Panel to hold first 
terrorist suspeet trials 
at Guantanamo Bay 

GUANTANAMO BAYNAVALBASE, CUBA 
I The U.S. military has formed a 
five -member military tribunal to 
preside over the first trials of ter- 
ror suspects held at its naval base 
in Guantanamo Bay, officials said 
Tuesday. An Australian and two 
alleged bodyguards of Osama bin 
laden will be the first defendants. 

The Pentagon announcement 
came a day after the Supreme Court 
ruled that prisoners at Guantanamo 
Bay can appeal their detention to 
civilian courts. 

That ruling was a blow to 
President Bush’s stance that the 
United States can jail terror sus- 
pects without judicial review and 
that the Cuban base was outside 
the reach of U.S. courts. 


The trials — of an Australian, a 
Sudanese and a Yemeni — would 
be the first military tribunals con- 
vened by the United States since the 
end of World War II. 

Air Force Maj. John Smith, a 
lawyer who helped draft the tribunal 
rules, said in a telephone interview 
from the Pentagon that the trials 
would be held at the U.S. Navy base 
at Guantanamo Bay, where detain- 
ees have been held since January 
2002 and now number about 600 
from 42 countries. 

The first to be tried will be David 
Hicks of Australia, Ali Hamza 
Ahmed Sulayman al Bahlul of 
Yemen and Ibrahim Ahmed 
Mahmoud al Qosi of Sudan — the 
only detainees charged to date, and 
three of only four allowed access to

In a new sign of the strain the 
insurgency in Iraq has put on the 
U.S. military. Army officials said 
Tuesday the involuntary call ups 
will begin in July and run through 


December. It is the first sizable 
activation of the Individual Ready 
Reserve since the 1991 Gulf War. 

Unlike members of the National 
Guard and Reserve, individual 
reservists do not perform regular- 
ly scheduled training and receive no 
pay unless they are called up. The 
Army is targeting its recall at those 
who recently left the service. 

The Army is pinpointing certain 


skills in short supply, like medical 
specialists, engineers, transporta- 
tion specialists and military police. 
Those selected for recall will be 
given at least 30 days’ notice to 
report for training, an Army state- 
ment said.

EPA Taints Soot-Filled Air 


Counties in 22 states 
may need to boost 
anti-pollution efforts 

WASHINGTON | U.S. counties that 
are home to nearly 100 million 
people appear to flunk federal air 
standards because of microscopic 
soot from diesel-burning trucks, 
power plants and other sources, 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency said Tuesday. 

The EPA said a preliminary anal- 
ysis showed that 243 counties in 22 
states — almost all in the eastern 
third of the nation and in California 
— may have to take additional mea- 
sures to curb pollution to meet the 
standards by 2010. 

EPA Administrator Mike Leavitt 
cautioned that the designations are 


preliminary and some counties may 
be taken off the list after further dis- 
cussions with state officials. A final 
designation of areas in noncompli- 
ance will be made in 
November. 

Leavitt called the 
need to reduce air- 
borne microscop- 
ic soot — particles 
in some cases 28 
times smaller than 
the width of a human hair — “the 
single most important action we can 
take to make our air healthier.” 

He said soot-filled air annually 
causes 15,000 premature deaths, 
95,000 cases of chronic or acute 
bronchitis, and thousands of hos- 
pital admissions because of respira- 
tory or cardiovascular illnesses. 

The EPA in 1997 issued tough- 


er standards for soot, for the first 
time regulating particles as small as 
2.5 microns. But because of lengthy 
litigation finally resolved in 2002, 
the agency has yet to implement 
the requirements or even official- 
ly designate what areas violate the 
standard. 

The largest concentrations of 
counties in noncompliance were 
along the urban corridor from New 
York City to Washington D.C., east- 
ern Tennessee, in the Ohio River 
Valley region and counties sur- 
rounding the urban centers of 
Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Detroit, 
Chicago, St. Louis and Atlanta. 

The Los Angeles Basin and inte- 
rior central California also face sig- 
nificant soot air quality problems as 
does a small corner of northwestern 
Montana, josef hebert (ap)

Deposed leader to face 
war crimes charges 
in filmed proceeding 

BAGHDAD I Iraqis and the world 
will get their first glimpse of 
Saddam Hussein since his cap- 
ture in December when he and 11 
of his top lieutenants are brought to 
court Thursday to face war crimes 
charges. 

Iraq will take legal custody of 
Saddam from the U.S. Army on 
Wednesday and the former dic- 
tator is to make his first court 
appearance Thursday, where he 
will be informed of the charges in 
his arrest warrant, Prime Minister 
lyad Allawi announced Tuesday. 

Already there are pretrial nego- 
tiations over permitting Saddam’s 
foreign legal team to work in Iraq, 
whether to televise the proceed- 
ings and whether to reinstate the 
harshest penalty in Iraq’s legal code: 
hanging by the neck until dead. 

Salem Chalabi, director of the 
Iraqi Special Tribunal that will try 
Saddam, said Thursday’s appear- 
ance at the tribunal, housed in a 
courthouse with a prominent clock 


tower inside Baghdad’s sealed- off 
Green Zone, is expected to be 
filmed for public release. The pic- 
tures would offer the first bit of 
video since Saddam’s Dec. 13 cap- 
ture by U.S. soldiers, when a clip 
showed the bushy-bearded lead- 
er opening his mouth for a dental 
examination. 

The moves to try Saddam are a 
sign of Iraqis taking matters into 
their own hands after U.S. adminis- 
trators turned over power Monday.

Bush Stumps for Democracy in Turkey 


Insists it doesn’t necessitate abandoning faith 


ISTANBUL, TURKEY I President Bush 
urged the Muslim world on Tuesday 
to put aside suspicion and hatred 
toward the West and embrace 
democracy, saying that does not 
mean Arab nations have to accept 
American pop culture. 

Coming from a NATO sum- 
mit in Istanbul, Bush spoke at 
Galatasaray University on the shore 
of the Bosporus. 

“Some people in Muslim cul- 
tures identify democracy with the 
worst of Western popular culture 
and want no part of it,” Bush said. 
“And I assure them, when I speak 
about the blessings of liberty, coarse 
videos and crass commercialism are 
not what I have in mind.” 

Bush also said democratic val- 
ues do not require people to aban- 


don their faith. He cited Turkey, a 
predominantly Muslim nation, as a 
secular democracy that could serve 
as a model for other countries. 

Risking another rebuke from 
France, Bush called anew on the 
European Union to accept Turkey 
as a member. On Monday, French 
President Jacques Chirac said Bush 
was overstepping himself by talking 
about what’s good for Europe. 

But Bush said that including 
Turkey in the bloc would tear down a 
barrier that would be as momentous 
as the fall of the Iron Curtain. 

“Including Turkey in the EU 
would prove that Europe is not the 
exclusive club of a single religion, 
and it would expose the ‘clash of civ- 
ilizations’ as a passing myth of his- 
tory,” Bush said, terence hunt (ap)

Powell Stops Short 
Of Calling Conflict 
In Sudan ‘Genocide’ 

KHARTOUM, SUDAN | Secretary of 
State Colin Powell issued a direct 
appeal Tuesday night to Sudanese 
President Omar el-Bashir to rein 
in militia groups that he said were 
responsible for a “horrific” humani- 
tarian crisis in western Sudan. 

Despite the deaths of tens of 
thousands of black Africans blamed 
on government-backed Arab mili- 
tias in the western Darfur province, 
Powell stopped short of calling the 
killings a genocide. 

“We are not there yet,” Powell 
said. His decision to become the 
first secretary of state to visit Sudan 
in 26 years underscored the depth 
of his concern about the situation, 
however, which has been described 
by UN. officials as the world’s worst 
humanitarian crisis, (ap)

Canada’s national agenda. 

“What we have is a stable minor- 
ity government,” Martin said at his 
first news conference following 
Monday’s election. 
“I do believe we have 
a mandate from the 
people to act.” 

The Liberals won 
135 of the 308 seats 
in the House of 
Commons, a net loss 
of 33 seats, to lose their majority for 
the first time since 1993. To pass leg- 
islation, the Liberals will need sup- 
port from smaller parties, but Martin 
said he would seek support issue - 
by-issue rather than negotiating to 
form a formal coalition. 

The Conservative Party won 99 
seats. The separatist Bloc Quebecois 
won 54, while the left-wing New 
Democratic Party won 19.

Karzai to NATO: 
‘Please Hurry’ 


Afghan leader lodges 
plea for quiek dispatch 
of promised troops 

ISTANBUL, TURKEY I Afghan Pres- 
ident Hamid Karzai made a force- 
ful plea Tuesday for NATO leaders 
to speed up the planned deployment 
of additional peacekeepers ahead of 
key September elections. 

Afghans need the troops to pro- 
tect them against terrorists, private 
militias and drugs gangs, he said. 

“Please hurry,” Karzai implored 
alliance leaders at the summit. 
“Come sooner than September 
and provide the Afghan men and 
women with a chance to vote freely 
without fear, without coercion.” 

President Bush and other alliance 
leaders decided Monday to expand 
NATO peacekeeping forces in 
Afghanistan from 6,500 to 10,000 
over the election period. About 1,300 
of those troops will be held in reserve 
outside the country. 

The expanded force will most- 
ly come from Europe and should 
free up the separate, 20,000 -strong 
U.S.-led force in Afghanistan to 
intensify its pursuit of Taliban and al 
Qaeda insurgents in troubled south- 
ern and eastern Afghanistan.

Brazen Robbers Hit Again 



Police: Heavily armed 
group responsible 
for 6 heists this year 

WASHINGTON | Investigators 
believe a brazen group of heavily 
armed bank robbers struck again 
Tuesday for at least the sixth time 
since January. This time, a televi- 
sion news crew caught their escape 
on videotape. 

One shot was fired in the air 
inside the SunTrust Bank branch 
on the 5000 block of Connecticut 
Avenue in Northwest Washington, 
but no one was hurt. 

WTTG-TV showed video of a 
masked man carrying an assault rifle, 
crouching outside a minivan parked 
alongside the bank. A few seconds 
later, two other men — also masked 
and carrying automatic rifles — are 
seen running out of the bank. 

All got into the minivan, which 
then sped across Connecticut 
Avenue and screeched down a 
side street. 

The minivan was found burning 
a short time later about a mile and a 
half northeast of the bank. Vehicles 
used in several of the other robber- 
ies in the District of Columbia and 


neighboring Prince George’s County, 
Md., were also burned. 

“The firepower that has been 
displayed in the past is a con- 
cern for police,” said Cmdr. 
Mike Anzallo, chief of detec- 
tives of the Metropolitan Police 
Department. 

Anzallo discouraged people from 
taking direct action if they saw the 
suspects. 

“These people are considered 
armed and very dangerous,” he

One day after hearing arguments 
on the case. District of Columbia 
Superior Court Judge James 
Boasberg ruled in favor of support- 
ers of the Capital Horizons project 
planned for New York Avenue. 

Boasberg’s decision allows them 
to begin collecting more than 17,000 
verifiable signatures of registered 
D.C. voters required to place an ini- 
tiative on the Nov. 2 ballot. They 


have until July 6 to gather the sig- 
natures. 

The D.C. Board of Elections and 
Ethics will meet Thursday at 2 p.m. 
to consider the required changes. 
That will clear the way for the peti- 
tion effort to begin. 

D.C. law requires that signa- 
tures be gathered from five per- 
cent of the city’s registered voters, 
with the total including five percent 
of those eligible from at least five 
of the city’s eight wards. 

Unlike a typical Las Vegas 
casino, this one would not have 
traditional slot machines or table 
games. 

Instead, it would contain about 
3,500 video lottery terminals which 
would be tied into a computer sys- 
tem run by the D.C. Lottery.

Greenspan expected 
to be cautious about 
amount, pace of hike 

WASHINGTON I Poised to raise 
interest rates for the first time in 
four years, the Federal Reserve on 
Tuesday began debating how fast 
and how high. 

Economists are convinced the 
Federal Open Market Committee 
will vote Wednesday in favor of a 
quarter-point increase in the federal 
funds rate, the interest that banks 
charge on overnight loans and a 


strong influence on other rates. 
The federal funds rate is now at a 
46 -year low of 1 percent. 

This week’s increase, analysts 
believe, will be followed by others 
in the coming months in an effort 
to keep inflation in check, although 
there is dispute over just how fast and 
how high the Fed will want to push 
rates, especially in an election year. 

Fed Chairman Alan Greenspan 
is expected to be cautious in increas- 
ing rates too quickly in order to 


avoid one of the rare blunders of 
the Greenspan years — a string of 
increases in 1994 that caught mar- 
kets by surprise and contributed to 
the Mexican peso crisis. 

“Chairman Greenspan wants to 
leave on a high note” — he is step- 
ping down on Jan. 31, 2006 — “and 
for him to leave on a high note, he 
can’t be overly aggressive,” said 
Diane Swonk, chief economist at 
Bank One in Chicago. “He wants 
to secure his legacy.” (ap)

The Magic 
also got guard Cuttino Mobley and 
forward Kelvin Cato. 

The trade was finalized after 
Francis’s meeting with Magic 
general manager John Weisbrod 
in Orlando on Tuesday. 

McGrady, a two-time NBA scor- 
ing champion, now joins 7-foot- 5 
Yao Ming to form a duo that could 
potentially be as dominant as the 
Los Angeles Lakers’ three-time 
championship twosome of Shaquille 


O’Neal and Kobe Bryant. 

And with the Lakers splintering 
apart since coming up short in the 
NBA Finals, Houston immediately 
looks like a serious championship 
contender. 

McGrady, 25, becomes the fourth 
defending scoring champion in NBA 
history to be dealt away. 

Francis, a three-time All-Star, 
averaged 16.6 points, 5.5 rebounds 
and 6.2 assists last season. 

When reports of the deal first 
surfaced last week, Francis, a former 
star at the University of Maryland, 
balked at leaving Houston for 
rebuilding Orlando. 

But Francis’s agent, Jeff Fried, 
said a talk between the point guard 
and Weisbrod after Thursday’s draft 
helped alleviate some of the guard’s 
concerns about joining the Magic.

WE'VE MET BEFORE, HAVEN'T WE? The 2005 Ford GT bears some similarity to its 
classic incarnation, but is a thoroughly modern machine. And, yes, it's looking at you. 


Drivers’ Deja Vu 


Ford s new GT may 
look familiar, but it’s 
got a style all its own 

ROAD TEST | The 2005 Ford GT is the 
most history- obsessed automobile 
in automotive history. It is, as Ford 
Motor Co. Vice President of Design 
J Mays put it, a “reissue” of the Le 
Mans -winning race car of nearly 
40 years ago, the car that trounced 
Ferrari at the Great Race from 1966 
to 1969. To say the GT is faithful to 
the decades-old GT40 is to damn 
with faint praise. The GT design 
has the kind of mimetic accuracy 
one associates with Flemish paint- 
ings of hinds and hounds. 

For a street car with bumpers, 
air conditioning, wipers and stereo 
system, the GT serves up fuse-blow- 
ing performance that, unless you 
spend your weekends in a helmet 
and Nomex fire suit, is rather hard 
to imagine. Think of it this way: If 
the Corvette is whiskey, the GT is 
a turkey baster full of heroin with 
a rubber-hammer chaser. 

Despite the GT’s mid- engine 
design — with only a plate of safe- 
ty glass between you and the super- 
charged V8 — the cabin is unusually 
quiet. Ford Special Vehicle Team 
Director John Coletti explained that 
most engine noise comes from the 
induction system as air is sucked 


noisily through the throttle bod- 
ies. In the GT, the throttle bodies 
face rearward. The voids and cre- 
vasses inside the all- alloy chassis 
are stuffed with precious pounds 
of sound- deadening material. 

So, yes, the GT is an amazing 
car, but is it great? It has its short- 
comings. The interior appointments 
aren’t as rich and elegant as those 
of the Ferrari Modena, with its 
boot- stiff leather and Italian cool. 
The material refinement isn’t 
equal to the Italian hypercars. 
Our test car’s optional 300 -watt 
McIntosh sound system crackled 
with FM static. And the luggage 
compartment in the car’s nose 
cone is the size of a domestic short- 
hair. 

These are trifles. The car’s great- 
est strength may also be its great- 
est liability. 

The fact is, if the GT project had 
started with a clean screen and not 
a scrapbook full of memories, the 
GT might have been an even bet- 
ter car. It’s hard to begrudge Ford’s 
attachment to the past — harder 
still to fault the result — but such 
an attachment comes at a cost of the 
kind of innovation that made the 
first GT such a landmark car. The 
converse of Santayana’s maxim is 
also true: Those who repeat the les- 
sons of the past are doomed to forget

The web -slinging sequences 
are bigger-better-brighter-faster 
than the already spectacular ones 
in 2002’s “Spider-Man,” and at the 
same time, the film’s smaller emo- 
tional moments are denser, richer 
and more resonant than those in 
the first. 

Much of what makes the “Spider- 
Man” movies more engaging has 
to do with Tobey Maguire, whose 
big, blue eyes and boyish face ooze 
vulnerability. You want to protect 
him from the world’s cruelties, even 
though as a comic-book superhe- 
ro, it’s his responsibility to protect 
everyone else. 

In the sequel — written by Alvin 
Sargent from a story by Michael 
Chabon, Alfred Gough and Miles 
Millar — director Sam Raimi 
explores the details of Peter’s daily 
life, which can be simultaneously 
hilarious and heartbreaking. 

He’s always late — with the rent 
on his shabby, one-room apartment; 
with his job delivering pizzas, which 
he loses at the film’s beginning; and 
with assignments for his college sci- 
ence courses. 

Peter Parker, in essence, is just 


like us — struggling to keep it togeth- 
er while juggling a million tasks. 

Some of those tasks just happen 
to include stopping crimes and sav- 
ing lives. 

That becomes more difficult 
when Dr. Otto Octavius (Alfred 
Molina), a scientist Peter admires, 
turns into the menacing, multitenta- 
cled Doc Ock during a fusion experi- 
ment that goes horribly awry. 

Doc Ock first unleashes his 
fury in a truly horrifying scene in 
an operating room. The four metal 
arms that snake and whip from his 
back have minds of their own, and 
they often want to wreak havoc on 
Manhattan when the human being 
they’re attached to wants to do the 
right thing. 

And yet, because Doc Ock is 
such a complicated creature 
trying to figure out exactly 
how he’s doing what he\ 
doing can be distract 
ing, and it sometimes 
takes away from the 
action itself 

At its core, 
though, 

“Spider-Man 
2” is a love 
story, fully 


realized and with a believable, 
effortless chemistry between 
Maguire and an adorably red- 
headed Dunst. 

Stricken with doubt, 

Peter even temporarily abdi- 
cates his Spideyship to be 
with girlfriend Mary Jane 
(Kirsten Dunst), until 
crime and chaos 


Something always stands 
between them, though — like 
Mary Jane’s fiance, or a car 
that comes flying at her 
and Peter through a cof- 
fee house window. And 
who can’t relate to that?

Billboard Flatters Labels, Editors Charge 


L I T I G AT 1 0 N I Two top Billboard edi- 
tors who left the music industry’s 
venerable trade publication in May 
have filed a lawsuit that seeks about 
$30 million in damages. 

Along with allegations of dis- 
crimination and harassment, the 
editors claim that the magazine’s 
publisher routinely defanged nega- 
tive coverage of record labels. 

The claims by former Editor- 
in- Chief Keith Girard and former 


Senior Editor Samantha Chang por- 
tray an environment in which crude 
comments and leadership attitudes 
promoted race and gender discrimi- 
nation and harassment. 

The lawsuit also alleges that 
Publisher John Kilcullen ran 
roughshod over the independent 
voice of the magazine’s editorial 
department. 

A spokeswoman for Billboard 
said Friday that the company has 


a policy of not commenting on pend- 
ing litigation. 

The lawsuit alleges Kilcullen 
chided Girard to remember that 
he should be “a brand steward.” 
He further advised that Girard 
“avoid writing provocative head- 
lines or employing photos and 
cartoons that are not in the best 
interest” of keeping the magazine 
attractive to its music-industry

the PTC study. 

The parents group said it counted 
16 instances of sexual activity, two 
spoken references to masturbation, 
18 verbal references to kinky sex and 
two implied instances of oral sex. 

“You can pixel something, but 
the viewers know exactly what is 
going on,” said Bozell. “You can 


bleep something, but people know 
exactly what is being said.” 

The two most offensive shows, 
according to the PTC, were CBS’s 
“Big Brother 4” and the WB’s “The 
Surreal Life.” Both share the same 
premise: forcing a group of strang- 
ers to live together under a cam-

HeaWiy Eating

organic food and vegetarians. 


Is there a big health difference 
between drinking diet caffeine- 
free soda instead of water? It 
seems that aside from the sweet- 
ener and maybe the sodium, 
wouldn’t it give the same hydration 
qualities that water would? 

Yes, indeed. And earlier this year 
the National Academy of Sciences 
noted that coffee, soft drinks, tea, 
juice, etc. — in short, all kinds of 
beverages — can count toward rehy- 
drating the body. What’s important 
is letting thirst be your guide for 
how much hydration to get. 

Whenever I buy organic, it’s always 
more expensive and does not 
always taste better. Plus, organic 
vegetables from Whole Foods did 
not last as long as regular brands. 

That’s been a frequent complaint 
of organics and that is a problem. If 
you want to use organic, you might 
consider frozen fruit or veggies or 
canned, which will have a longer 
shelf life. But it is kind of painful to 
pay more for fresh produce only to 
have it go bad sooner, isn’t it? 

What is the true definition of a veg- 
etarian? I was under the impression 
they don’t eat any animal-originat- 
ing products, including dairy. Now 
I’m told that vegetarians eat chicken 
and fish and dairy. If so, then I’m, by 
definition, a vegetarian. 

There are different categories 
of vegetarian. Plus, a lot of people 
throw around these terms with- 
out necessarily knowing their 
real meaning. Ovo-lacto vegetar- 
ians eat eggs and dairy products. 
Vegans eat no animal products at 
all. Vegetarians of any kind don’t 
technically eat poultry, meat, fish 
or eggs. Lacto vegetarians may eat 
some milk products. You can learn 
more at the Vegetarian Resource 
Group Web site, www.vrg.org.
